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THE CENTRAL TRAIN WERECK. 


Kiernan and Cordial, Two of the Accused, 
Arraigned in Court. 


Tror, N. T., Sept. 10,—The first examina- 
tion of the men arrested at Albany for at- 
tempting to wreck the Montreal express took. 
place before County Judge Griffith of Troy 
this morning at 10 o’clock. There were 
present John Cordial and John Kiernan, the 
two prisoners, their counsel, Justice 
Wm. J. Ludden of Troy, Master 
Workman E. J. Lee, Secretary Portiey 
and Treasurer Price of D. A. 244, 
Bowen Staley of the same lodge, and the pros- 
ecuting attorney of the Central road and Dis- 
trict Attorney John P. Kelly. The prisoners 
were not in the least diseoncerted and leoked 
none the worse fer wear. The examination 
was begun at once. Judge Grifith said: 

„Mr. Kiernan, you are charged with having 


feloniously tried to wreck a train on the night 
of Sept. 5; how de you piead?’’ 

„Not guilty,’’ replied Kiernan firmly and 
with a smile. 

„John Cordial, you are charged with felo- 
niously placing obstructions on the track of 
the New York Central road,’’ continued 
Judge Griffith. 

Not guilty,’’ replied Cordial. 

Justice Luddea, counsel for the prisoners, 
said he would like to think the matter over 
and talk with his clients. 

District Attorney Kelly, for the prosecution, 
said that the Grand-jury met on Monday, 
and that an examination might there- 
fore as well be made on Saturday. 
The counsel agreed te this and the matter was 
adjourned until Saturday at 11 a. m. en 
this was announced Master Workman Lee 
took out a roll of money and handed a $10-bill 
to Cordial and $4 to Kiernan. The men were 
then taken back to jaii, no application having 
been made for bail. The affidavits and war- 
rants were shown to the reporters and show 
that the men still at large are Thomas Cain 
and Arthur Beutt, and that John Reed ig also 
accused. Reed was not arraigned. The 
knights express themselves as confident of 
the prisoners’ innocence. 


MADE A ROARING FIRE, 


A Kansas Man Fatally Burned— truck an 
Iceberg—Casualties. 


McLouTH, Kan., Sept. 10.—Monday night 
James Leveridge, living four miles from here, 
madea roaring fire and went to bed. Be- 
tween 10 and 11 o’clock he awakened and 
found the room all ablaze. He rushed for the 


window, butin doing so overturned a can of 
coal oil, which saturated his clothing at once, 
enveloping him in a blaze. Ia this condition 
he jumped through the window, cutting him- 
self some,and laid down in a watering trough. 
Some boys who were sleeping in the barn 
pumped water over him, extinguishing the 
flames. He lingered until 12 to-day, when he 
died. A brother-in-law, living in another 
part of the house, broke in the doors of the 
burning room and rescued Mrs. Leveridge 
and her little baby, the former having some 
severe burns. Nothing was saved. 


Struck an Iceberg. 


VICTORIA, British Colambia, Sept. 10.—The 
steamship Geo. Welder from Alaska arrived 
yopterday.

at half speed, struck an iceberg which was 
forthe most part submerged, a jagged hole 
three feet 1 by three wide being tern in 
her port bow below the water line.

they could not pay. Thesinking fund would 
be the only thing to keep the order afloat in 
such acase. He said if the sinking fund were 
dissolved the order would be in jeopardy. 
his statement that there was a probability of 
such an epidemic in a year or two created 
somewhat of a sensation. 

Joseph Guignon stated that when 
eighteen assessments were made in one year 
it should be considered an epidemio, and that 
the sinking fund should be called on in such 
acase. Healso spoke in faver of the pur- 
chase of United States bonds with the money 
in the sinking fund instead pf other bonds. 

Just then the Angelus bell rang and Pres- 
dent Walsh rapped for order. Everyone arose 
to their feet and Vicar-General Brady led the 
convention in prayer. Then the discussion 
was continued. 


RESULT OF THE DEBATE. 

Some one said fifteen assessments in a year 
was enough to be calledan epidemic and this 
idea met with general favor. 

A vote was called for and resulted in the 
convention agreeing the 
Supreme Council that 
when the sinking 
thesam of $200,000 it should not be added to 
and that when five assessments occurred in 
one year it should be considered an epidemic, 
endthe delegates, which will be sent to the 
next National Convention, will be instructed 
to favor such a course. 

The meeting then took a recess until 3 
o’ clock this afternoon.

The afternoon session was opened at 2 
o’clock and the business was commenced by 
the favorable report of the committee on laws 
and a resolution to permit a member to 
change his beneficiary at will. This was ac- 
cepted. 

A few unimportant things were brought up 
Dy the Committees on Supplies and Finances, 
after which the election of two supreme 
delegates was proceeded witb. 

President Walsh, Jas. F. Guignon and J. 
O’@ Tracy were nominated. Mr. Tracy 
withdrew, after which Mr. Menahan nomin- 
ated Rev. Father McDonald and Mr. acy 
nominated Patrick Monahan. Father Mc- 
Donald then withdrew his name and the clec- 
tion proceeded. 

The delegates will attend the Exposition 
this evening in a body and spend a couple of 
hoursthere. The convention will probably 
not finish its work until to-morrow evening.

A Breakfast on the Steamer Sloan, at Which 
the President of the New York Central 
Made a Significant Speech— Brotherhood 
of Trainmen Held a Secret Meeting 
Trouble for the Erie. 


NEw Tonk, Sept. 10.—Mr. Chauncey u. 
Depew, President ofthe New York Oentral 
Railroad was a pass@hger on the White Star 
line steamer . Teutonic, which ar- 
rived this morning. He was met 
by a party of  Céntral officials 
and after the exchauge of greetings, the 
party boarded the steam launch Sloan. Soon, 
after Mr. Depew, Vice-Presideet Webb, 
General Manager Toucey, Mr. Loomis and 
others repairedeto the cabin, and when the 
luneh tables bad been placed in position, 
Mr. Loomis weleomed Mr. Depew home na 
brief speech. Upon the subject of the strike 
Mr. Loomis sald- 


’ **Since you left us the New York

asked to admit.aliens to its counsels and its 
management. We have refused (cheers). 
We have been asked to share in the discharge 
of our duties with people whose names 
do not appear in the list of 
stoekholders or representatives of the road 
and we have refused. But the New York 
Central road still runs, our President has re- 
turned and we are here to-day to unite lu wel- 
coming him and to drink the health of Chaun- 
cey Mitchell Depew.’’ [Loud cheerr.]

**‘GENTLEMEN—This welcome is the more 
gratifying because it is in a measure uner- 

eted. About me are the t representa-

18 THIS PROGRESS? 

A. Republican member of the House 
from New York informed that body some 
days ago that nine-tenths of the pension 
and private bill legislation is enacted 
when there is no quorum present, and no 
member controverted the statement. 
This is probably true of most of the bills 
passed without calling the yeas and nays, 
and it means that in a house of 830 mem- 
bers two or three dosen votes suffice 
sometimes to impose bad laws and un- 
equal taxes on 64,000,000 of people. 

To prevent such minority legislation 
a number of the old States have provided 
in their new constitutions thatno measure 
shall pass either House of the State Legis- 
lature unless a majority of all the mem- 
bers elected are recorded as voting for it. 
The record of the present Congress when 
fully {set forth will show a startling 
amount of minority legislation, and the 
need of a more explicit constitutional 
check upon it. 

The Federal Constitution does require 
the presence of a majority of each 
house to transact any business except ad- 
journing and compelling the attendance 
of absent members, butin practice Con- 
gress always ignored this requirement 
except when one-fifth of the members 
présent raised the question of a quorum 
by calling for the yeas and nays. Under 
the old rules a few members, by calling 
for the yeas and nays and refraining 
from voting themselves, could easily en- 
force the intent of the Constitution and 
prevent any number less than a majority 
of the whole membership from passing a 
bill. But under the new rules that check 
upon minority government has been abol- 
ished, and most of the important meéas- 
ures of the session have been passed by 
the affirmative votes of less than half the 
members. 

To facilitate legislation in this way is to 
substitute caucus rule for majority rule— 
to take power from the people and vest it 
in a plutocracy.

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DANGEROUS POWRR. 

In its efforts to reconstruct the McKin- 
ley bill so as to ward off a threatened re- 
voltin the party ranks and harmonize 
the party on the basis of higher duties, 
the Senate’s Finance Committee finds 
iteelf facing a deficit of $50,000,000 if sugar 
is made free as a compensation for the 
increase of taxes on other necessaries. It 
is now certain that the expenditures will 
greatly exceed the estimates. 

The committee also finds that it must 
surrender to BLainr’s reciprocity policy. 
So it proposes to sneak out of its difficul- 
ties and go into the fall campaign on a 
tariff bill nominally admitting sugar free, 
but authorizing the President to pro- 
vide against the impending deficit, 
and at the same time test BLAINE’s 
reciprocity scheme, by reimposing the 
duties not only on sugar,but on tea, coffee 
and hides, made free many years ago. 
And Senator SHERMAN proposes to include 
Canada in this reciprocity scheme by au- 
thorizing the President to remit duties on 
Canadian coal, and to appoint a com- 
mission to determine what other duties 
should be remitted on both sides in the 
interest of “freeer inter course, which 
means freer trade. 

All this simply means that the party lead- 
ers are slowly, awkwardly and under man- 
ifest compulsion, taking the back track 
towards freer trade by such devious 
courses as they think will conceal their 
change of front. But it would be far 
better for them to do openly and directly 
what they are trying to do covertly and in- 
directly. The proposition to put the taxing 
power into commission or to delegate it 
to the President, is a startling novelty, at 
variance with the theory of our govern- 
ment and the traditions of our race. 

A President willing to assume the re- 
sponsibility of raising or lowering our 
taxes on a few leading necessaries to the 
amount of $75,000,000 would be a very bold 
man. Such a man could easily by a 
mere soratch of his pen put millions into 
the pockets of the holders of such articles, 
and make trade in them so uncertain that 
nobody but those in confidential commu- 
nication with the Administration would 
dare to engage in it.

Lowpow, Sept. 10.—The striking dock labor- 
ers, sailors and firemen at Southampton still 
maintain a menacing attitude and the author- 
ities fear that there may be further rioting. 
Notwithstanding the fact that a large foree of 
police from London and other places are at 
Southampten fer the purpese of aidiag the 
local authorities, further detachments of 
troops have been summoned to assist in put- 
ting down any overt demonstration that the 
mob er strikers may attempt. Some of the 
strikers have gone out in small boats to await 
the arrival of inceming steamers with the ob- 
ject of persuad lag their crews to join in the 
strike. The Admiralty has been asked to as- 
sist in preventing this move of the strikers. 
Eight men were arrested for taking part ia the 
rioting yesterday: To-day a mob gathered 
about the Mayor’s residence and made threat- 
ening demonstrations. The mayer telephoned 
for assistance and a numberof soldiers were 
dispatched in cabs to disperse the crowd. 


Home Secretary Matthews Denounced. 


Loxpox, Sept. 10.—The Times has an editor- 
ml bitterly denouncing Home Secretary 
Matthews for failing te suppress disorder on 
the part ot striking workmen. The article 
declared thatthe Secretary is, by his weak- 
ness, training the working classes to believe 
that the Government will net prevent them 
from induiging in riot and bloodshed. 


The West African Mahdi.“ 


LONDON, Sept. 10.—Much tndignation is ex- 
pressed in France over the fact that Samudoo, 
the so-called ‘‘West African Mahdi,’’ whe 
recently made a treaty of friendship with the 
English, followed up the treaty by purchasing 
from the British a large quantity of guns aud 
certridges and thereuper proceeded to attack 
the French. Notwithstanding his guns, he 
got the worst of the fight, his favorite com- 
wander, Savos Pacha, being killed in a band 
to hand encounter with a French lieu- 
tentant of Senegalese troops. Samu- 
doo is now engaged in rous- 
ing the people of the Western Sondan 
for an attack on the French. He issaidte be 
as peculiar an individual as the original 
Mahdi, who caused se much troudle to the 
British in Egypt. Born ia the kingdom tof 
Bornu his mother was the Nubian slave of an 
Arad trader. His father took good care of 
him and as he grew he became imbued with 
the iaea that it was Bismission to restore the 
supremacy of the Prophet in Western Africa, 
The King of Bornu, noticing that the young 
man was ambitious, ordered bim toe pe de- 
capitated, as alesson to other ambitious 
youths. Samudeo was warned by a friend, 
said to have been one of the Sultanas, and 
fied to Senegal. There he curbed his fanati- 
cism under Christian pretection until dis- 
turbances in Bornu tempted him to return. 
The dissatisied element accepted him as «a 
leader, and he made himself master of the 
country, displaying no little military ability, 
The King of Bornu was one of the priseners, 
and Samudoo sat down to his first dinner ia 
the royal palace with the morarch’s head on 
a plate before him. He le now the master of 
a considerable share of West Africa, and the 
British have been glad to purchase his friend - 
ship. . 


Canada and the Chinese. 


OTTAWA, Ontarie, Sept. 10.—In reply to « 
trades’ deputation yesterday, Sir John Mae 
donald said that the Canadian Government 
could not pase a Chinese exclusion act if it so 
desired, for the Imperial authorities would 
have their say in the matter. He believed ex- 
clusion would be a mistake and expressed the 
opinion that if the United States persisted in 
enforcing a restrictive policy against such 
immigration, the Chinese Government might 
retaliate. Such retaliation would be to the 
advantage ofthe Dominion, He promised, 
however, # lay the matter before his col- 
leaguos and before Parliament.

THE NUT CROP. 


Peanuts Very Scarce—St. Louis Has a Cor- 
ner on Them. 


The festive peanut is so very scarce and 
high at the present time that the average 
street vender keeps his stock in a safe with 
his money. The total visible supply in the 
United States is under twentyéthousand bags, 
of which quantity about eight thousand are 
held by St. Louls firms. When the fact is 
taken inte consideration that the average 
consumption forthe United States is about 
600,000 bags per annum, i will de 


readily understeod that the shortage 
is quite serious and that the 
present high prices are justi- 
ued. The — for the mew crop 
are for a very heavy yield. The new 
crop is‘due after Oct. 20, and is usually not 
marketable until Jan. 1, from the fact that 
the nuts are not sufficiently cured. Owing, 
however, te the short market this year the 
new crop will probably go into immediate 
consumption though at a 12 of about 15 per 
cent in roasting as against for old goods. | i 
There are no nuts to noth in the producing 
district and dealers are now buying from each 
other. St. Louis is now 3 ng Oincinnati, 
Petersburg and Norfolk he average con- 
sumption of peanuts in the United States is 
about fifty thousand bags per month. 

Nuts are moving =P, e almonds, 
Alberts, walnuts and Brazil nuts. The likeli- 
hood ia that they will stay up, too, and per- 
haps go higher. The almond and walnut crop 
in Brazil is very short. In Tarragona, an 
island in the Mediteranean, where almonds 
are very largely raised, cholera now prevails, 
and the crop stands a very poor show of being 

icked, or marketed even after it is picked. 

alifornia will only show a fair crop of 
almonds and these will fetch high prices 
along with the Eurepean article. The crop 
taken altegether is inclined to be inferior 
in quality as well as scarce. California wal- 
nuts are plentiful, Dut are thicker shelled and 
not nearly so good in quality as the European. 
Brazil Soporte a short crop in Brazil nuts also. 
These nuts are all conveyed to London, from 
whence we get our supplies. Pecans are 
3 raised in Texas. ecropis good in 
quality, but small. Pecans that a year ago 
could have been bought for 6 1 now bring 
8@9 cents. The new nu will begin to 
come in generally from Se * — er on.

Its Inventor Laughed at by Merchants, 
Who Refused te Handle It.

He describes nis trip to Upper 
Canada and the United States as very pieas- 
ant. He expresses himself as highly pleased 
with his reception in Montreal, Toronto, 
Niagara, New York and Washington. In the 
course of an interview he said: 

‘*] had no more thought of visiting Wash - 
ton than of going to Australia, but while I 
was in New York Mr. Wiman suggested the 
importance of making some special effort 
te induce the American Congress to include 
Canada inthe scheme of reciprocity which 
has now become part ot the policy of the Re- 
publican party. Mr. Blaine has already de- 
clared in favor ot reciprocity with the States 
of South America, and his idea has been em- 
bodied in proposed amendments to the 
McKiniey bill n the Senate. 80 far, Canada 
has been entirely ignored, and while both 
Mr. Hitt and Mr. Butterworth have measures 
before the House of Representatives asking 
for close commercial intercourse between 
Canada and the United States, it is very 
doubtfulif these measures can go through 
both houses at this late period of the session. 
But the MeKinley bill is in a different position. 
It has passed the House of Representatives 
and is now passing its several stages in the 
Senate, If, therefore, an amendment could 
be obtained to this bill by which Canada 
would be included in this scheme. of reci- 
procity, an enormous point would be gained 
and something tangible would be presented 
for the consideration of 

THE CANADIAN PEOPLE. 

**Recognizing the importance of the matter, 
I consented to accompany Mr. Wiman to Wash- 
ington, although I confess I had no very great 
confidence that anything could be accom- 
plished at this late stage ofthesession. I 
haveto say, however, that I found leading 
men in the Senate and House, of both political 
parties, most friendly and predisposed, rather 
than otherwise, to extend the principle of 
reciprocity to Canada. There are same Sen- 
ators from New England States who seem to 
be opposed to it simply in deference to the 
prejudices of some portion of their con- 
stituents, but I scarcely think that 


there are any considerable number of public 
men in Washington who are not in favor of 
the principle of reciproeal trade between 
Canada and the United States. Among other 
prominent men with whom I had the pleasure 
of discussing thie question was Senator 
Sherman of Ohio. He was quite favorable to 
the scheme of reciprocity.

CALIFORNIA’S ADMISSION, 


Grand Celebratiexn ef the Fortieth Anni- 
versary in San Francisco. 


San FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 10.—The fortieth 
anniversary of the admission into the Union 
of the State of California was celebrated yes- 
terday by a general display of enthusiasm 
never before equaled on the Pacific coast. 
The crowd of visitors was probably the largest 
ever seen in this city, and during the parade, 
the principal feature of the celebration, all 


the available space along the entire line of 
march was occupied. In addition to the 
thousands of people in the streets every 
window frem which a view of the procession 
could de obtained was filled with spectators, 
and every temporary platform which had been 
erected along the sidewalks was also crowded, 
For several hours before the parade st 
the streets were filled with marching forces 
and bands of music. and enthusiasm, as some 
favorite part of the Native Sons division 
passed, was proportionate to the number of 
spectaters. The parade started promptly at 
10:15 a. m., and for three hours the marching 
ferces, attractive floate and banners and mu- 
sic of innumerable bands held the attention 
of thousands of spectaters and called 
ferth constant cheering and many other 
marks of enthusiasm. Following the de- 
tachment of mounted police came the 
Grand Marshal, Charies L. Tilden, with his 
chief of staff and a large number of 
aides. A detachment of United States troops, 
comprising eight companies of infantry, 
two batteries ofartillery and two troops of 
cavalry came next in order, followed by more 
than three full regiments of the Califernia 
ational Guard, acting as escort to Gov. 
Waterman, whe was accompanied by Briz.- 
Gen. Gibbon, commanding the Department of 
the Pacific, and other distinguished officers 
and guests. Inthe second division were a 
number of fhandsome floats illustrating the 
scenes in the early history of California, in- 
cluding miners at work and at home ia camp 
and the progress of the State in agriculture, 
horticulture and other industries. All these 
fleats called forth applause from the crowds 
in the streets. Another feature of this 
division which excitea especial interest 
among the spectaters was the prairie schonn- 
er of 40, the rude canvas-covered emigrant 
wagons drawn by mules or oxen, with camp 
cooking utensils hanging on the outside and 
the dilapidated harness iastened to the team. 
Adezen or more of these wagons, and also 
the Mexican carreta, pioneer express wagons 
and mail coaches and antique fire apparatus 
used in the early days, appeared in the pro- 
cession. The Society of California Pioneers, 
comprising nearly a thousand members of the 
order from all sections of the State, most of 
om were in carriages, also formed an at- 
tractive feature, and the Argonauts were 
greeted with a great display of enthu- 
siasm everywhere. Among the other re- 
minders of the early days were the 
Mexican War Veterans and Survivors of Col, 
J. D. Stevenson! regiment of Calfornia Vol- 
unteers, the latter accompanied by the 
aged Colonel himself. Fully 150 pariors of 
Native Sons of the Golden West, under whose 
auspices the celebration is given, appeared in 
line, comprising nine entire divisions. Rep- 
resentatives of the erder from every section 
of the State were present, and with many of 
the parlors were handsome floats drawn by 
six and eight horses. A dozen live birds and 
one huge grizzly, theinsignia ef the Native 
Sons, also appeared in the procession. The 
visiting Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, 
now holding their convention in this city, fol- 
lowed the Native Sons. The last nine divis- 
ions of the parade were composed of various 
secret, fraternal and benevelent organizat 
tions and other civil, secretand independen- 
military companies. At the conclusion of the 
parade, literary exercises were held at the 
Grand Opéra-house, which was handsomely 
decorated. Among the speakers were Gov. 
Waterman, Henry E. Highton and Judge Jas. 
D. Boland, the latter being the orator of the 
day. The celebration of Admission Day was 
coneluded with a grand ball at the Mechanics’ 


Pavillion.
